Governor Flower gave evidenca yesterday
that he is still band in glove with Senator Hill
by reappointing Charles M. Preston as Super-
intendent of the Banking Department. Mr.
Preston was first appointed by Governor Hill
in Decembor, 1889. Taken in conneetion with
some other recent appointments, this action in-
dicates Mr. Flower's intention to put none but
anti-Cleveland Democrats on gnard in the im-
portant offices in this State. Mr. Preston hav-
ing done his best to prevent the nomination
of Mr. Cleveland at Chicago. Is not the Goy-
ernor thus plamnly inviting reprisals from the
National Administration so far as the Federal
oftices in New-York are concerned ?

PLUNEITT AND THE SUPERVISORS.

It is safe to say that from one point of view
there hasn't been a neater, sweeter, completer
little bill introduced in the Legislature this
year than one which Senator Plunkitt has just
proposed. Moreover, there was a peculiar pro-
prety in his choice of a moment for bringing
it in. It was on Monday night, just before
the Senate proceeded to pay a final tribute of
respect to the memory of the late Senator
Hagan, that Mr. Plunkitt embellished the
calendar with this measure. It is brief, com-
pact and full of consolation for those to whom
it applies. It authorizes the payment of a sal-
ary of $1,000 cach to the Aldermen of this
city as a recompense for their labors as -Super-
visors of New-York County. Arduous labors,
of course, and responsible; delicate, too, and
altogether worthy of exemplary remunerition.
Who can doubt it? The very name of Super-
visor is suggestive of gravity and care and
sagacity and every other statesmanlike quality.
Let us consider, for a nmment, what the duties
of a New-York County Supervisor are.

Everybody knows what an Alderman of New-
York has to do: how solemn his obligations
are: how assiduous and indispensable is his
guardianship of the colossal interests of this
imperial city ; how long his hours are, how few
his holidays, how perilous to health hix anxi-
eties and Jabors, DBut there may be a few ill-
informed and undeserving citizens who are not
aware of the additional, gpecial and almost in-
tolerable burdens which are imposed upon him
when he is serving the community, not as an
Alderman, but as a Supervisor. [t is in that
capacity that he staggers under a load which
hitherto he has been compelled to bear without
other reward than an approving conscience.
It is as Supervisor that he canyasses the votes
—the spowdlakes, as the beautiful simile of .an
ingenious poet hoa described thein—of his fel-
Jow-citizens. Their responsibility for the bless-
ings of liberty ends at the ballot-boxes. His
does not cease until abhout eleven days after
the election. During the first seven of these
he is engaged in prayerful consideration of the
task before him, in chastening and purifying
his spirit, and lifting himsel{ up to the plane
upon which alone it is fitting that such a sacred
funotion should be approached. The ansning
four days are conseorated to the actual acoom-
plishment of the work which the law has laid
upon him.

It is impossible to exaggerate the devotion
with which our Supervisors discharge this
solomn obligation. They consider every ele-
ment in the situation and provide for cvery con-
tingency., They are aware that this mortal
state is uncertain, that the human frame is
frail and the intellect at best an imperfect
instrument.  ‘Taking into account the possi-
bility of collapse, they decree that only three
of their number shall be required to attend at
any one time, in order that the rest may hus-
band and recrnit their energies, Nay, more;
inasmuch as an inscrutable Providence has de-
barred a large majority of them from the
folicity of reading the English language save
in a balting and laborious manner, it is their
custom to award to the minority not thus in-
rapacitated and afflicted the distinetion of com-
paring the returns, thereby not only promoting
tho prompt and accurate performance of their
duty, but also bowing to the will of Heaven
in an humble and truly pathetic manner. By
this unselfish and altogether high-minded act
of obedience and eonsecration they are enahled
to complete their labors in about four days,
whereupon they lay aside without a murmur
their sublime character of Supervisars, hitherto
unrecognized in any substantial manner by the
city treasury, and reswme the comfplicated but
less illustrious and solemn funotions of Alder-
men at the paltry salary of $2,000 per annum,

If any citizen of New-York can listen to this
simple recital without shame and indignation
at the parsimony which it exposes lot him stand
forth and say so. If any member of the Legis-
lature can think without a pang of these four
days of agony and self-renunciation we hope
that he will have the moral cournge to be con-
sistent and vote against Senator Plunkitt's bill.
If we are to be forced to blush whenever we
look a Supervisor in the face we ought at least
to be permitted to put the responsibility where
it belongs. .

4 ROYALIST TRAVESTY.

The manifesto of the Count of Paris is the
work of a marplot without talent for intrigue.
The Orleans family has not the andacity . re-
quired for hcading a revolution. It is stock
from which historians, cssayists and retived
conntry gentlomen can be recruited: ‘but it
lacks the contidence in destiny which Louis
Napoleon displayed when in Vietor Hugo's
words: “France slumbering in profound se-
ourity was startled ont of sleep and found a
brigand clutching her by the throat.” 'The
voico of the Count of Paris in this manifesto
geems to come from a retired alcove of his
library, where he is preoccupied with his books.
He inveighs feebly against the demoralizing
tendencies of republican administration, and
affirms with the air of a doctrinaire that under
monarchy alone can France have strong and
stable government. He pledges himself and his
son to spare no effort to place France upon
firmer foundations, and warns his followers that
all political alliances must be subordinated o
the supreme interests of monarchy. After the
exciting erises of the 'anama investigation this
labored and bombastic eircular has the cffeot
of political burlesque overacted by an amateur.
It will create merriment among the Repub-
licans. That is what conspirators and caballel
can least afford to do. - :

The Count of Paris takes pains to associate
his son with him in the lendcrship of the Royal-
ist cause, and thercby tends to contirm the
current rumor that he intends -to abdicate in
favor of the Duke of Orleans. The young
prince has violated the traditions of the Or-
leans family by fmitating the bravado and im-
moralities of Napoleon 111. He was imprisoned
::t a short term for

pedagogues of his house for his vulgar in-
trigues with an netress, Possibly there was
mora method in his madness than those stern
moralists supposed.  Ile may have rensaned
that & touch of melodrama in asking for his
shate in the privats soldiers’ soupdish would
win for him the Javor of Bonapartists and
Socialists: and also that he would promote
dynastic interests by displaying the weaknesses
and vices of an old-time Bourbon prince, rather
than the staid, respectablo virtues of an Or-
leanist. He may bhave reflected that demo-
cratio Louis hilippe was ridienled as King
Pear even by the tiadespeople who were In-
vited to comrt, and that his own father and
uncles have never been popular in France, al-
though always accounted virtuons and prodent,
They have not been spendthrifts they have
taken good care of their investments ; and with
all their amiable qualitigs have been esteemed
sordid and unprincely.

The Duke of Otleans by making a parade of
his audacity and vices may have inspired the

Royalists with a flickering hope that he has |

the old Bowrbon Wood in his veins and will
make a dash for the throne. But whoever has
read modern French histery aright knows that
the coup d'etat that is proclaimed in the mani-
festoes of royalist pretenders is never accom-
plished. The nation may be despoiled of its
liberties by sudden acts of violenée like those
of the first and the third Napoleon; but it
never fails to defend itself when it receives
timely warning of conspiracy and dynastic
crime.  Charles X in 1828, Louis Philippe
twenty years after, and the Duke of Broglio
on the 16th May, attempted to deal violently
with the Parliament and to override consti-
tutional law, They failed to bring about a
od December becanse France was  fore-
warned, The manifesto of the Conunt of Varis
and the escapades ol his scapegrioo son aro
preposterous attempts against Republican in-
stitutions. The French people will be at onco
amused and warned by them,

RISTORICALLY INACCURATE.

It has so long been the custom to-check any
reference to the late unpleasantness hetween
the twn sections of our common country in the
presence of our Southern brethren with @
“S.h-h! You will hurt somebody’'s feelings,”
that we venture with some hesitation to ques-
tion the historic accuracy of a statement con-
cerning the meaning of that unpleasantiess
contained in a letter from the present Gov-
arnor of Virgmmia addressed to the managers
of the Home Rule demonstiation at the Acad-
emy of Music last Sunday evening, 1t would
be bad form to say that Governor Mekinney
bhad Leen guilty of a perversion of history in
the statement referred to, but we may at least
say withont great impropriety that either his
memery is at fanlt or the sources of his in-
formation ave not entirely trustworthy. In ex-
tending the assurances of his heartfelt gym-
pathy with the cause of Home Lule for Ire-
Jand, the Governor says the question ** is about
what the South has contended for in this conn-
try for nearly a century past; our question of
State's Rights and State Sovereignty are most
nearly allied to it in every respect,. We of the
Sonth showed our love of liherty by Mleading
in the forums until to econtinue to plead was
useless and by battling when no other resonres
was left. We are firmly of the belief in the
divine origin of the inherent right of the people
to rule. and all who arve struggling for Home
Rule have, and will always have, the deep
sympathy of mysell and my conntrymen.”

For some reason the portion of the letter
containing this statement concerning the orngin
and purposes of the late war was nat read to
the andience in the Academy : possibly be-
eause it might have been misunderstood. In
his comparison of the principle of Home Rule
for Ireland with that of * Stato’s Rights and
State Sovereignty”? the Governor undoubtedly
intended a graceful eompliment.  But when he
says it was “Jove of liberty” for which the
men of the South wera " pleading in the
forums,” and that they continuned to plead for
it until it was useless, when they began
“ Lhattling™ for it a3 the only resource [eft them,
he is quite inexact. His memory must be fail-
ing if he does not recall the circumstance that
it was love of slavery that inspived all their
pleading in the forums¥ that it was to extend
slavery and not liberty that they fought four
years, and that their doctrine of State’s Rights
and State Sovereignty had not heen touched
nor endangered when they begzan Dbattling.
There were people in the South who were ani-
mated by a *love of liberty,” but they showed
it by running away from that part of the conn-
try, and what the gentlemen represented by
Governor McKinney were pleading for was the
liberty to follow and bring them back and
compel them under stripes to work for noth-
ing. That also was the essence of the doetrine
of State’s Hights and  State Sovereignty for
which thay resorted to battling ; the right of
some ~tates to compel the citizens of other
States to return the Jovers of liberty to a con-
dition of slavery.

It must be, too, that when the Governor
speaks of the “inherent right of the people to
rule’ as being of “divine origin” he means the
right. of some people to rule other people and
even to own them absulutely—=body and soul.
For the main contention of the South was al-
ways that that ** inherent right' was of “ divine
origin.” We had snpposed that the results of
the * battling” had brought about a change
of view in this regard. But if Governor Mc-
Kinney truly represents his people we have
been under a misapprehension.  According to
him, the South has the same love of liberty
and the same kind of liberty it pleaded for so
long and finally battled for unsuccessfully. We
need then some new definitions.  Governor
McKinney no doubt means well, but his memory
seems to be failing and lus statements lack
accuracy.

MIRACLE WORKING 1IN MONEY,

The people who imagine there is some neero-
mancy about finance, that a particularly dis-
tinguished and smart banker can pay the Na-
tional debt, cancel an adverse balance of $20,-
000,000 & month on merchandise account, and
put Treasury and currency beyond the reach
of disturbances for years to come, have been
indulging their faith in romances again.  Their
latest story is that the President, with the aid
of sundry great bankers, has made arrange-
ments to settlo all financial difticulties and
sweep away all tinancial dangers, These good
people seem of the same famnly with those who
caleulated that the magic wand of Mr, McLeod.
the tinancial wender-worker, was going to make
perpetual streams of prasperity gush forth from
the burdened and bankrupt Reading, and that
the thauwmaturgic power of Mr. Villard wonld
presontly extract sunbeams from eucumbers in
Northern Pacific.

The people who worl: miracles in finance live
in story, and not elsewhere. Actual finunce is
a matter of practical common sense, When a
house as powerful as the Barings attempted to
disregard everyday laws of business in creating
a new world m South America a crash fol-
lowed. It is open to whoever chooses to be-
lieve that some other great banking house is
just at this time eager to venture $50,000,000

| or $100,000,000 11 some effort to repeal Jaws

of Nature as respects the United States. But
the chances are that any bargain made for such
an avowed object will be found upon close
serutiny slightly one-sided. The Administra-
tion can borrow money if it can give satis-
factory bonds of the United Statos. Nething is
easier. Dut nothing is more difficult than to
tell whether the money paid for such bonds
will really come from this or froim other coun-
trios. If foreign bankers undertake to furnish
it, they must simply lessen other investments
of their own or their customers, which means
selling of securities now held, and for securitics
thus sold no one can tell in advance how much
American capital, or foreign capital now em-
ployed here, may be withdrawn. As lung as
the exchange of merchandise between this and
other conntries is such that great sums must
somchow he paid every month by this country,
it will not be easy for any banker or combina-
tion of bankers to prevent a virtual payment
of goods for the Government bonds we may
see fit to sell.

This is in part beeause the abundance of
paper enrrency in circulation here, and the al-
most. complote disuse of gold, have something
| to do with the relation betweon prices in this
and other conntries, Money has been so plenty
here that powerful combinations have held up
prices of many important commadities, loading
up great quantities of them, so that markets
are continually menaced by these accumula-
tions. Higher prices hero helped strongly to
rostriet. expoits of American products, and
helped at the same time to make this the most
attractive market in the world for foreigners
wha have goods npon which they must realize.
In this way, in large part, it comes to pass that
imports for the first quarter of this year have
probably exeeeded exports about $60,000,000,
while last year exports during the same quar-
ter exceeded imports by $54,000,000,  Out-
going gold, and comparative stringency of
money here, are simply the natural remedies
for a state of things which leads our people to
buy more than they sell.
turgic banker ecould make everything roay
again, so that money would be plenty and
cheap, and the future would be reckoned se-
cure beyond peradventure, the natural tendency
would be to stimulate speculation, to help those
who are fighting for higher prices, to retard ex-
ports of our own products still more, and to in-
vito still more urgently the goods which other
countries buve to sell, and thus by inevitable
eonsequence to incredse the adverse balance to
be paid. If we should borrow 100,000,000
in gold from Europe, it is questionable whether
we should not have to pay s100,000,000 in
gold to get it, besides the bonds sent abroad.

The new Administration has not committed
itself to any financial necromanecy yet, and the
notion that something of the sort is coming
may easily be the progduet of vivid speculative
imagination. Its plain and straight path is to
defend the industries and the credit of the
country, and the soundness of its eurrency, so
resolutely and powerfully that confidence in
the future may induce forcign investdrs to send
their capital hither more frecly.

THE NTAGARA VALLEY PREPOSITION,

A pew variety of prepasition has just made its
appearance in the western pnrt of this State, even
in e lovely Niagara Valley. Tuoe preposition
which lias come down to us from the fathers of
the Republie governs the objective cise und no
other, It does a0 by unanimous gonsent. Sinee
the American  colonics ent lonse from  Great
Britnin many men of many minds have written
to the mewspapers in regard to multitucinous
matters. But wone of them, so far as we are
aware, have ever put pen to paper to object to the
government of the objective case by the preposi-
tion, or to suggest thut such government should
be nmplifiod so as to take in other cases,  Indeed,
notwithstanding the fact that it is generully reo-
ognized that ours in nothing if not a world of
ehnnge, the Fnglish-speaking ruce has long been
laboring under the jmpression that, come what
might, the preposition would continue for all time,
wnder all Administrations, to govern only that ob-
Jeetive ense,

But this new Niagara Valley preposition Is a
more powerful ruler, It governs the nominative
as woll as the objective, no partinlity being shown
to either. It does so in obedience to the man-
date of o Niagors Valley poet, who has just fasued
a volume of ler creations. The bool is called :
“ My First Harvest; or, Leisure Ilours of Youth-
ful Poot,” The preposition employed tn the har-
vest and the leisure hours in question adopts the
broad, shrewd poliey of governing the case which
rhyges easiest.  1lers is an eatract from * Raully
Phord and Willie Lee It is a winning bullud,
and Willie's swoetheart sings:

I worked cach week within a mansion,
That stood by & pleasang way,
My meny volce rang like & saligater's,
While 1 worked atmut gach day.
My vouthful cheek Llushed o'er the washtuh;

But the Niagara Valley poet doubtles has u
pussion for originality, and famo would break the
fottors of fashidn, Hence she gives the nominative
case a chance. She places It on the same foot-
ing precisely with the objective. Others may
arant to the objective monopoly of the attentions
of the preposition, but not she, not this free and
independent bard of the deep-bosomad vale of
Ningarn. She knows no reason why government
by the preposition should be limited to a single
case, and having the eourage of her convictions
she defies the precadent-obeying grammariads in
the interest of her rhymes.

It remains to be seen whether or mot the Btate
Teachers' Assoviution of Western New-York will
take any notice of her somewhat startling conduct.
Perhapa they will conclude to remain eilent, but
we warn them that If the Niagara Valley preposi-
tion goes on governing auy case that comes along
without rebuke from cuntiguous conservators of
establishied grammar, the future of education in
that kection will necessarily have o dark look.
For obvisusly this new style of a preposition is
an entering wedge. It it is not checked now the
time is sure to come when it will insist upon
governing verbs, conjinctions, interjections and
all the other purts of speech, Now that it has
tasted blood=but the teachers of Western New-
York will catah our meaning.

It might bo well to ean tho preposition and
forward it to the Chicago Fair.
